ing completed with only a. few de- 
tails to be worked, which includes 
the testing out of the wiring and 
plumbing, and cleaning up 
the 


building rubbish about the yard. 
These details are being

The building will be opened 
at 


9 o'clock Saturday morning 
and 


the public will have an opportunity 
to go through and see the 
new 


property till 8 o'clock 
at 
night. 


Sunday afternoon it will be open 
to the public from 2 till 5 o'clock. 


The new jail has been greeted at 


a total 
cost 
of 
$87,300. The 


Southern Steel Company, San An- 
tonio, were general 
contractors. 


The plumbing and heating instal- 
lation was executed by C. A. Mul- 
Una, Corsicana, and the 
electric 


wiring 
by Beauchamp 
Electric 


Company, also of Corsicana. 


As now constructed, the jail ift 


modern in eve»y detail, tool 
and 


fire proof. It has a ground floor 
and two upper- stories, and will 
conveniently accommodate seven* 
ty-flve prisoners without crowd- 
ing. 


In addition to the present sys- 


tem of cells and runarounds the 
west half pt the upper story is left 
open for space to allow future ex- 
pansion. This big space can 
be 


used as it now 1* for prisoners 1* 
there is an overflow, or for exer- 
cising. 


The building is so constructed a» 


tq permit of classifying and segre- 
gating 
prisoners. Juveniles 
can 


be kept from* older 
prisoners, 


blacks and whites can be segrat- 
ed, and misdemeanor 
prisoners 


cati be kept from those charged 
with felonies. 
In addition 
there 


are isolation wards for prisoners 
that need segregation for 
health 


reasons. 


The building is of hard steel, 


concrete and brick 
construction 


throughout. The only wood in the 
entire structure is the doors ana 
facings in the jailor's quarters. 


The front has two main 
en- 


trances, one to the jailors quar- 
ters, am) the other to the jailor's 
office. The latter 
is connected 


directly with the jail system. The 
latter is separated by a big iron 
door. 


On the east side of the ground 


floor are the quarters for the jail- 
or and his family. 
Tt is composed 


of a reception hall, two bedrooms, 
bathroom, dining room and kitchen. 


The kitchen is equipped with all 


nncessary equipment for cooking 
for the jailor's 
family 
and the 


prisoners as well. A big heater 
supplies hot water for the entire 
system .including the jailor's quar- 
ters and the prison cells. 


The west halt' of the ground floor 


Is made into cells for women pris- 
oners and others for misdemeanor 
rases. These have baths, toilets, 
wash basins and sleeping 
bunks 


that are hooked up and let down 
with chains. There are six cells 
on this floor. 


Tiie second floor 
is equipped 


with cells for more serious 
and 


older offenders. There are 
four 


individual 'cells, each 
equipped 


with toilet, wash basin and four 
iron bunks. In 
the runaround 


there is sleeping room for twelve. 
this is a total of 1C bunks, and on 
ibis floor are two isolation wards, 
equipped for two prisoners each. 
The west end has three cells with 
Jour bunks each and eight collap- 
sible bunks in the runaround. 


The east side of the third floor 


is a duplicate of the east side of 
the second floor. The 
room is 


ample for present fyseds, and with 
space for future expansion 
the 


needs of the county can be met 
for many years to come. 


The cell system is operated with 


automatic combination lock con- 
trol. The attendant may 
open 


any cell door within Without en- 
tering the runaround. The 
lock 


'works with a combination control, 
making jail delivery difficult. The 
steel bars are saw and hack proof 
The corridor four feet wide 
on 


each floor encircling the cells en- 
ables the jail attendants to inspect 
the quarters from the outside, and 
keeps prisoners out of reach of 
the outer windows. Each window, 
however, is barred 
with 
heavy 


steel. 
The 
plumbing, 
watering 


and heating pipes are all outsldayf 
the cells, and repairs can be made 
f.o them in the corridor. Prison- 
ers will not have access to any of 
Hie plumbing from within, and in. 
suros no damage done to it from 
that source. 


The floors are seven inches in 


thickness and are "of hard, rein- 
forced concrete. The roof is nine 
Inches in thldkness. The building 
I? naturally lighted well with an 
adequate system of windows, and 
well 
ventilated. The 
electric 


lighting system is in the corridor 
and is operated by the jailor i.'Otn 
his office. 


Each cell has a sanitary toilet 


and wash'basin and 
each 
run- 


around is equipped with shower 
baths and flush 
basins.

saws or chisels cannot be used ef- 
fectively on the steel bars 
or 


solid iron doors.
